Some trouble was experienced last 


night in getting together the eleven 
members of council necessary to tran- 
sact some very important business, 


ity Clerk Adams and Street Commis- 


sioner Craigmiles held a private ses- 
sion and succeeded in 
rumagihg 


around and securing enough delin- 
quent Republican members to make 
the necessary number. 


Council was finally called to order 


by Prebidsnt Turley at 7:45. Twelve 
members answered to roll-call, Huber 
of the Seventh ward, and Stanton, o 
the First, being absent. ,. 


Under the head of petitions, Mr. 


Berthold presented a verbal -petition 
from citizens living in Walnut alley, 
that same was in bad shape and 
needed attention. This was referred 
to the committee on streets and 
alleys. He also complained about the 
condition of Cedar ; alley, between 
Court and Market, and moved that 
the street commissioner be instructed 
to gravel three hundred yards of the 
same, but the motion was lost, and 
on motion of Mr. Harsha this petition 
met with the same fate as the other. 


The clerk read.a petition from the 


board of education, asking permission 
to use council chamber for 
their 


meetings. 
The clerk.was instructed 


to correspond with the clerk of the 
board, notifying him that they could 
still use council chamber at the same 
rental, $10.42 per month. 


The clerk read the report of the re- 


ceipts and disbursements for 
the 


month of April, showing a balance of 
$1,381.11 on hand. 


The engineer read a petition from 


i>r. Bing, Mr. Snyder and other resi- 
dents of John street, asking that an 
alley be opened in the rear of their 
lots. Dr. Bing was present to press 
the claim, and upon being given a 
hearing said that he, together with 
the other residents of John street, 
who had signed the petition, built 
there with the promise from the city 
council that tlie alley 
would be 


opened if they would each, deed tlie 
city ten feet of ground for that pur- 
pose. >This the 
property 
owners 


cheerfully did, with the exception of 
Mr. Snyder, and at a meeting of coun- 
cil some time ago, when the matter 
was brought up, he, too, complied 
with the agreement, thus fulfilling 
every obligation on the part of the 
property owners, and now they ex- 
pected council to do their part. Dr. 
Bing further stated that it was only 
through the courtesy of Dr. Edwards 
in allowing them to use his let that 
the residents of that part of John 
street could get coal to their coal 
houses and garbage hauled away from 
their premises, and was not sure but 
that the city used Dr. Edwards' lot 
for the same purposes. 


The city engineer read Mr. Snyder's 


deed to the city for the ten foot alley- 
way, which states that the alley will 
be opened by the city but remain 
under the control of Mr. Snyder and 
his heirs forever. The solicitor was 
asked to give an opinion in the mat- 
ter not later than tlie next meeting 
of council, and after some discussion 
the matter was referred, as it has 
been for a number of years, to the 
street committee. 


When the schedule for the month 


of April, amounting-^ to -82,772.03, 
was read, the real fun of the evening 
began. 
Frank Palmer, the mayor's 


appointment for janitor, was down 
for $7.32. This was objected to by 
Mr. Selby, .so the balance of the 
schedule was allowed, and this came 
;ip as schedule No. 2. The solicitor 
was called upon for an opinion and 
stated that council was the only body 
that contracted for the city, but in- 
dividuals connected 
with 
council 


could contract if done for corporate 
purposes and if their acts were rati- 
fied by council. It was simply a mat- 
ter of discretion with council. The 
mayor was then asked to state what 
time this $7.32 covered, and in his 
explanation got in some hot-shots 
at council's course in the matter from 
the beginning. He said Frank Wat- 
kins' appointment was illegal and 
that this amount was Palmer's salary 
from the time Chinn quit until Wat- 
kins began and claimed that as a 
matter of courtesy, without the facts 
in the case, Palmer should be paid. 
The matter was brought out in the 
shape of a motion and lost, 7 to 5. 
The mayor will probably be out 87.32, 


The mayor reported 814 fines, etc., 


collected. * The report was accepted, 
but the mayor claimed it was accepted 
because there was money in it. 


Mr. Padan's resignation was again 


brought up. and after solicitor's ad- 
vice that same should be acted upon 
by council, the resignation was ac- 
cepted. 


The names of Wm. Harris, of the 


Third ward, and Wm. H. Ware. Sr., 
of the Fifth, were presented to fill 
the vacancy. 
On balloting, Harris 


received 9 votes and Ware 3. Harris 


was elected and is now a- member of 
the board of healtli. 
The matcer of the Damarin prop- 


erty, corner of Offnere and Gallia, 
encroaching four feet or more on 
Gallia stieet, was taken up and the 
olicitor asked what course to pursue. 
He thought the matter had stood 
so long in its present condition that 
,he question of right to the property 
might enter into the case, so the 
matter was left in the hands of the 
street committee. 


The engineer reported the Green 


property surveyed and platted and 
the deeds forwarded to Mr. Green for 
liis and Mrs. Green's signatures. This 
opened this part of town, except the 
west half of Rainer street, between 
Sixth and Seventh, and before this 
could be accomplished the Rainer 
property would have to be condemned. 


Under the head of finance the im- 


portant business of the even ing came. 
Mr. Seebohm, chairamn of the finance 
committee, offered an ordinance al- 
lowing council to issue twenty $1,000 
bonds, dated June 27th, 1898, and 
drawing five per cent, interest. The 
time was growing short for these 
bonds to be advertised and sold to 
meet tlie twenty 81,000 notes given 
on account of their failure to sell the 
former set of bonds, so the rules were 
suspended and the ordinance passed 
to its second reading, then to the 
third and final .reading. The bonds 
are to be known as the railroad im- 
provement bonds and are issued, as 
explained by Mr. Seebohm, on ac- 
count of the inability of council at 
the present rate of taxation to meet 
such a set of bonds issued in 1877. 
An ordinance was passed all awing 
council to advertise the bonds in two 
county papers and one I^ew York 
paper. Mr. Harsha thought' this a 
little expensive, but voted "yes. 


At this point a resolution was 


passed authorizing council to issue a 
twelve.month note bearing six per 
cent, interest for 81,000, in favor of 
Geo. 
A. Berkel, and the amount 


placed to the credit of the fire fund. 


Before passing .finances, Mr. See- 


bohm furnished council a very inter- 
esting and valuable statement for the 
guidance of the heads of the various 
committees and asked each member 
of councfil to note particularly 'our 
financial condition. The 
statement 


is as follows:

The amount deducted from 
the 


total receipts in the way of taxes, 
fines, etc., 865,000, leaves the very 
small balance of about $3,000 for 
council to do business with, as Mr. 
Seebohm expressed it. 


Under tlie head of law and claims, 


tbe N. &> W. lease matter was brought 
up and there seemed to be a dispose 
tion on the part of council to try and 
sell the property occupied by the 
1ST. 


& W. to the road, but nothing was 
done further than to give the road's 
attorney time to determine about the 
lease. 


At this point tlie old turnkey sub- 


ject came up, and as tbe special meet- 
ing, held for the puprose of disposing 
of the matter, was declared illegal by 
the solicitor, tbe resignation of Chinn 
was again accepted and Frank Wat- 
kins was again employed as janitor at 
$40 per month. 
Considerable spar- 


ring was indulged in by members of 
council and the mayor during this 
action. Mr. Seebohm waxed eloquent 
and wanted this child's play stopped, 
saying it was a shame the mayor and 
police committee could not come to 
some kind of an understanding, but 
he. kept widening the breach and add- 
ing fuel to the fire by bringing out 
points that. hit both sides and oc- 
casioned explanations 
all around. 


The mayor stated that he had put up 
with Chinn entirely too long and that 
when he undertook to assign him any 
duty Chinn promptly advised him 
that the police committee had in- 
structed him (Chinn) to do as he 
pleased. Tbe matter finally came to 
a vote and Watkins was confirmed by 
a vote of 8, to 4. 


The solicitor was instructed 
to 


prepare an ordinance creating an 
office of turnkey, with police powers, 
and to report at the next meeting. 


Mr. Funk read a statement" of the 


number of people and vehicles passing 
over the various railroad crossings 
during a certain time and was in- 
structed to send same to the railroad 
commissioner. 


Mr. Harsha reported that 
Mr. 


Marsh had built a platform on the 
north side of his ice plant that ex- 
tended three feet and six inches out 
onto Tenth street. 
The engineer 


stated that the engine and boiler 
rooms were also built on city ground. 
After a recess of five minutes, to give 
members an opportunity to examine 
the o'Jicial survey, a motion was 
passed requiring Mr. Marsh to appear 
before council and ask for a lease of 
the ground. 


On motion of Mr. Berthold, that 


part of Glover street not yet opened 
was ordered opened. 


The question of moving houses was 


brought up and an ordinance passed 
requiring a permit to be issued by the 
city clerk and a fee of 825 charged for 
moving a house when it was necessary 
to use the street and inflicting a fine 
where this was not complied with. 
The street commissioner was 
in- 


structed to hunt up the parties and 
either get the fee or take steps to col- 
lect the fine. 


An arrangement was about effected 


to build a sewer in the alley just east 
of Chillicothe street, running from 
Third to Fifth, but the lowest bid re- 
ceived some time ago was 8835.14, 
and there was only S750 in this fund. ] 
so the matter was dropped. 


Chairman Dillon reported on lights. 


He said that we were ten lights over 
the capacity of the generators, but 
that new generators were being put 
in. An arrangement was then made 
to secure twenty more lights.' Mr. 
Dillon also presented the bill of Wm. 
Stokely for lighting gas jets in the 
alley between Court and Market and 
Front and Second. The bill was for 
eleven months' service, at $2 per 
month, but was rejected, as the mat- 
ter had been up and passed upon be- 
fore when a bill of SO was allowed. 


The fire chief's bond for $1,000, 


signed by John Jfeill, C. 0. Brown 
arid J. J. Spencer, was approved. 


Geo. Hehl was appointed electrician 


in place of Chas. Zornes, who -was dis 
qualified by virtue of having dis- 
obeyed orders. 


The fire committee was 
given 


authority to purchase a new team of 
horses for the Seventh street engine 
house. 
Council tried to place the 


purchase limit at $200 for the team, 
but Chairman Berthold objected, so 
they were given full power to act. 


Mr. Berthold asked, and was given 


permission to purchase 500 pounds of 
bare, hard copper wire for the depart- 
ment, but 
after several talks on 


electricity by Mr. Seebohm, it was 
decided to buy insolated wire. 


The water works board was in- 


structed to tap cisterns at Jefferson 
and Third, Court and Third, Court 
and Fourth, and Market and Fifth. 
This need was developed in the recent 
fire in the First ward. 


Under the head of ordinances, Mr. 


Moore read an ordinance compelling 
all persons using.boilers and engines 
in the city, who were using wood for 
fuel, to place at once spark arresters 
on the smoke stacks. This being of 
vital importance to the city, the 
ordinance was read three times and 
passed. 


An ordinance to accept and im- 


prove the Bannon addition was read. 


At this point someone noticed that 


it was getting dangerously near the 
closing hour, and a motion was made 
to extend the time fifteen minutes. 
After this a recess was taken to look 
over the plat of the Bannon addition, 
which consists of twelve lots, run- 
ning from Seventeenth street down to 
Robinson avenue, east of North Wal- 
ler street. After recess the ordinance 
was referred to the committee on 
streets and city engineer. 


Under miscellaneous business, the 


engineer was instructed to prepare an 
estimate of the cost for extending the 
Eleventh street sewer from the Craw- 
ford addition to Lawson street. 


Mr. Berthold wanted arrangements 


made for ice for the engine houses. Mr. 
Wymer thought the city clerk might 
get dry and council chamber was in- 
cluded in the motion. Mr. Seebohm 
wanted to hear from street com- 
mittee in regard to sweeping paved 
streets. Mr. Harslia replied that that 
matter was very clearly explained in 
the Daily Times where they said 
"three sweeps was better that no 
sweep at all," and council adjourned 
while Mr. Seebohm was trying to find 
out more about sweeping the streets. 
This closed the busiest session of 
council that has been held for months.

Railroad Car Couplers. 


One of the great troubles that rail- 


road companies have had to contend 
with in the past with both the old 
style and the new M. C. B. couplers 
was the falling of draw-heads on the 
tracks, resulting many times in disas- 
trous wrecks. A year or two ago the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad adopted 
a device to prevent just such occur- 
rences and has since attached it to all 
its passenger equipment. The device 
is quite simple, consisitng merely of 
a right-angled steel hook which is 
placed 
immediately beneath 
the 


coupler on the draw-head, with a 
horizontal arm projecting slightly at 
an angle to the direction of' the 
track. ° When the draw-head falls the 
safety hooks not only assist in jam- 
ming the draw-heads together but 
absolutely prevent tlieir 
swaying 


from si.s" to side and thus becoming 
diseng^od. The steel hook is placed 
in such a position that it cannot be 
jammed or broken off in the coupling 
' of cars. In actual practice this device 
has proved exceedingly satisfactory j 
and has not failed Jin a single in-' 
stance.

HO HEWS HAS OOME PEOM DEWEY. 


Keport Thnt EMs Dispatch Boat Had Ar- 


rived at Mirs Bay Krom Manilla Caused 
a Sensation In Washington, btit Up to 
the Close of Office Hours Xo Confirma- 
tion of the Ileport Hiicl Ueen Received. 
Washington, May 5.—Rumors of the 


arrival of a. vessel supposed to be the 
dispatch boat McCulloch at Mirs bay. 
40 miles south of Hongkong, the cable 
terminus, caused a sensation through- 
out the city. 


The officials immediately fell into an 


air of expectancy, waiting for some 
word from Admiral Dewey that would 
not only confirm officially the stirring 
news of the battle of Manilla, but tell- 
ing what had happened since the cable 
was interrupted. 


Up to the close of office hours no 


word had come from Hongkong, and 
the officials who believe that the MR- 
Culloch was really in Mirs bay were 
put to devising ingenious explanations 
of the delay in the receipt of a cable- 
gram. 


These touched upon the 12 hours' dif- 


ference in time, the distance from Mirs 
bay to Hongkong which had to be over- 
come by the messenger, and the slow- 
ness of cable communication owing to 
the number of relays on the enormous- 
ly long circuit from Hongkong to New 
York. 


Some of the other naval officers, how- 


ever, who steadfastly contended that 
Admiral Dewey would not have sent 
away his dispatch boat until he had 
completed his dispatch and received the 
surrender oi Manilla, pointed out that 
if they were right in that assumption 
it would not be possible for the Mc- 
Culloch to reach Hongkong yet. 


LooUed Upon With Suspicion. 


Great interest is felt in the reported 


return of the Spanish Cape Verde fleet 
to Cadiz; but while admitting the pos- 
sibility of the fast vessels of the Span- 
ish flying squadron making the passage 
in the five days that the vessels have 
been out from St. Vincent, the naval 
officers were disposed to regard with 
great suspicion news of this kind em- 
anating from Portugal, because of the 
recognized sympathy of the Portuguese 
with the Spanish side. 


It would be worth a good deal to the 


Spanish admiral commanding the fiy- 
ing squadron, supposing he were on his 
way across the Atlantic, to throw us off 
our guard by having us believe that ha 
had returned to Spain. 


The navy department has now se- 


cured two vessels, the Australia and 
the City of Pekin, in San Francisco, 
which will be loaded with coal and sup- 
plies and rushed off to join Commodore 
Dewey's fleet. Whether or not they 
wil! carry troops will be determined 
positively when the commodore is 
heard from upon this matter. 


The navy department is hurrying to- 


gether an exceptionally large stock of 
ammunition to go forward by the City 
of Pekin to recruit the ammunition of 
Commodore Dewey's fleet. The first 
shipment of projectiles left New York 
Tuesday, and additional shipments will 
be made until the full quota of powder 
and shot will be in San Francisco with- 
in the nest 10 days.
